. ’ WEEKLY LETTER 

SPRING FEED REQU1R- 
MENTS FOR HORSES 

Despite the increasing use of 
tractors a large part of the 
farm work of wstern Canada is 
still one with horses, and at this 
time of th G year these require 
special attention i n order to put 
them in proper condition for 
spring work This would ap¬ 
pear to l>e especially essential 
this year after the extreme 
winter and the feed shortage 
which has lieen experienced in 
many dstrdts, as undoubtedly 
a large number of horses are in 
a relatively poor condition. 
Furthermore due to the feed 
shortage it may lie of interest 
to our readers u> have a general 
estimate of the amount of feed 
required per horse during the 
spring season. 

Th e amount of feed required 
for horses at steady work is 
approximately 2 1-4 pounds of 
feed pe r clay p:r hundred pounds 
of weight of the horse, this 
amount of feed t. 0 include both 
tilip hay and grain. The amount 
of hay to be fed should not ex- 
ce;d 1 1-4 pounds per- hundred 
pounds of weight, and the re¬ 
mainder of th e ration should be 
made up ol grain though these 
proportions may be varied 
somewhat depending on the 
cost of hay and grain. It is 
estimated that for practical 
purposes approximate^ 3 
pounds of hay will replace one 
pound of grain and on this bas¬ 
is it is possibly to determine 
whether the gra'n ration should 
be increased or decreased in 
relation to the hay ration

A cow kicking over a lamp, 
they say, started the Chicago 
fire. A spider climbing a 
thread brought Bruce of Scot¬ 
land victory.

However, ther e *s a practical 
Umit to the amount of hay 
which a hors® can eat and it *s 
not good practice to increase 
the total amount of hay fed 
much above th e figure already 
quoted . Hay is a bulky feed 
and the horse’s digestive sy¬ 
stem, unlike the cow’s, is not - 
constructed to handle a large 
amount of such feed partic¬ 
ularly during periods of work. 

O n the basis of the figures 
g'vcn a 1500 pound horse will 
require from 15 to 20 pounds of 
hay per day and from 12to 16 
pounds of grain per day throug- 
cut the woi kin gseason to main¬ 
tain normal condition and per¬ 
form work satisfactorily If the 
animals are in poor condition it 
may be necessary to increase 
this amount sfigtly i n order 
that they may build up their 
strength. ThJs would 'ndient > 
that tile average horse would 
require betwe.n 500 and 600 
r: 1 ids of hay and about 425 
pounds of grain per month for 
Ihe working season, and this 
should provide a basis from 
W.iich an estimate of th e fee l 
required by the individual faim- 
ei can be calculated readily. 

It may not be amiss to re¬ 
mind our readers that horse; 
should also b e supplied with a 
plentiful supply of clean, fresh 
water, and that they should a'- 
so hav e regular access to cult. 
If horses are confined and 
stable fed, suit should be sup¬ 
plied regularly and ca n bo giv¬ 
en eithci loosely in the grain 
box or mixed with the grain i i 
the amount of grain fed cr 
the proportion cf l pe r cent cf 
about 2 ounces per head per 
day.
